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THE PRESIDENT'S Ml.SSAGE. 

Fellow-Citizens #/ the Senate 

And Jloune of Representatives : 

Since your la-it anmul ■BseinhHng, another 
year of health ami bountiful harvests has 
passed; ami while [thai not pleased the Al- 
mighty Jo bless us with a return of peace, we 
can Lent pres-i on, cui'lcil Iiv the best lifrlil He 
(fives us, trti-'.iiiK' that in His own good time, 
and wise wav, all will be well. 

The correspondence touching foreign affairs, 
■which has taken place during the last year, is 
herewith submitted, in virtual compliance 
with a raft est to that effect, made by the 
House of Representatives, near the close of the 
last session of t'onErcss. If the condition of 
our relations with other nations is less grati- 
fying than it has usually been at former peri- 
ods, it is certainly more satisfactory than a 
nation so unhappily distressed a- we are might 
reasonably have apprehen led. In the month 
of June hist, there were some grounds to ex- 
pect that the maritime l'owers, which, at the 
beginning of our domestic difficulties, go unan- 
imously and unuecessarily, as we think, rec- 
ognized the insurgents as a belligerent, would 
soon recede from that position, w hich has 
proveil only less injurious to themselves than 
to our own country; but the temporary rever- 
ses which afterward befell the national arms, 
and which were exaggerated by our own dis-* 
loyal children abroad, have hitherto delayed 
that act of simple justice. 

Thecivil war, which basso radically changed 
for the moment the occupations and habits of 
the American people, has necessarily disturbed 
the social conditions and affected very deeply 
the prosperity of the nations with which we 
have carried on a commerce that has been 
steadily increasing throughout a period of 
half a century. It has at the same time 
excited political ambitions and apprehen- 
sions, which have produced a profound 
agitation throughout the civilized world. In 
this unusual agitation, we have forborne from 
taking part in any controversy between for- 
eign Suites aud between parties or factions in 
such States. We have attempted no propa- 
gandism and acknowledged no revolution. 
Bat we have left to every nation the exclusive 
conduct and management of its own affairs. 
Our struggle has been, of course, contempla- 
ted by foreign nations with reference less to 
its own merits than to its eupjxjsed aud olten 
exaggerated effects, and the consequences re- 
sulting to those nations themselves. Never- 
theless, complaint on the part of this Govern- 
ment, even if it were just, would certainly be 
unwise. 

The treaty with Great Britain for the sup- 
pression of the African slave-trade has been 
put into operation with a good prospect of 
complete success. It is an occasion of special 
pleasure to ackowledgo that the execution ol 
iton the part ot her Majesty's Government 
has been marked by a jealous respect for the 
authority of the United States and the rights 
of their moral and loyal citizen?. 

The Convention with llauovcr for the aboli- 
tion of the Stade dues has been carried into 
full effect under the act of Congress for that 
purpose. 

A blockade of ;i,000 miles of seacoast could 
not be established and vigorously enforced in 
aseason of great commercial activity like the 
present, without committing occasional mis- 
takes and inflicting unintentional injuries up- 
on foreign nations and their subjects. A ci\ il 
war occurring in a country w here foreigners 
reside and carry on trade, under treaty stipu- 
lations, is necessarily fruitful of complaints of 
the violation of neutral rights. All such col- 
lisions tend to excite misapprehensions, and, 
possibly, to produce mutual reclamations be- 
tween nations which haven common interest 
in preserving peace and friendship. In clear 
cases of Jhcse kinds, 1 have, so fur as possible, 
heard and redressed complaints which have 
been presented by friendly powers. There is, 
however, a large and augmenting number of 
doubtful cases, upon w hich the government is 
unable to agree with governments whose pro- 
tection ia demanded by the claimants. Then- 
are, moreover, ruuuy casco in which the I nited 
Slates or their citizens suffer wrongs from the 
naval or nnliUiy authorities of foreign na- 
tions, which the governments of these States 
are not at once prepared t<> redress. I have 
proposed to some of (lie foreign States thus in- 
terested, mutual conventions to examine and 
adjust such complaints. This proposition has 
been made especially to Great Kritiin, to 
France, to Spain, and to Prussia, fu each 
case, it has been kindly received, but has not 
yet been formally adopted. I deem it my du- 
ty to recommend an appropriation in behalf 
of the owners of the .Norwegian bark Ad- 
miral P. Fordens Riola, which \essel was, in 
May, 1801, prevented by the commauder of 
the blockading force of Charleston from leav- 
ing that port with cargo, notwithstanding a 
similar privilege had shortly before been 
granted to an hnglish vessel. I have directed 
the Secretary of State to cause the papers in 
the case to be communicated to the projier 
committees. 

Applications have been made to me by ma- 
ny free Americans of African descent to favor 
their emigration, with a view to such coloni- 
zation as was contemplated in recent acts of 
Congress. Other parties, at home and abroad, 
6ome from interested motives, others upon pa- 
triotic considerations, and still otheis influen- 
ced by philanthropic sentiments, have sug- 
gested similar measures; while, on the other 
hand, several of the Spanish American Repub- 
lics have protested against sending of such 
colonies to their respective territories. Under 
these circumstances, 1 have declined to move 
any such colony to any Suite without first ob- 
taining the consent of its Government, with 
an igreement on its part to receive and pro- 
tect such emigrants in all their rights of free- 
men, and I have at the same time offered to 
the several States situated in the tropics, or 
having colonies there, to negotiate wilh 
them, subject to the advice and ton cut ol' the 
Senate, to favor the voluntary emigration of 
persous of that clas3 to their respective territo- 
ries upon conditions which shall l.e , .pi.il. ju t, 
and humane. Liberia and Hayti are as vet 
the. only countries to which colonists of Afri- 
can descent from here could go with certainty 
of being received and adopted as citizans, and 
I regret to say that such persons contempla- 
ting colonization do not seem so willing to 
emigrate to those countries as to some others, 
nor so willing, as I think their interests de- 
mands. I believe, however, the opinion 
among them in this respect is improving, and 
that ere long there will be an augmented and 
considerable emigration to both these coun- 
tries from the F nited States. 

The new commercial treaty between the 
United States and the Sultan of Turkey has 
been carried into execution. A commercial 
and consular treaty has been negotiated, sub- 
ject to the Senate's consent, wilh Liberia, and 
a similar negotiation is now pending wilh the 
Republic of Hayti. A considerable improve- 
ment of the national commerce is expected to 
result from these measures. Our relations 
wilh Great Britain, France, Spain, Portugal, 
Russia, Prussia, Denmark, Sweden, Austria! 
the Netherlands, Italy, Rome, and the other 
Kuropean States, remain undisturbed. Very 
favorable relations also continue to be main- 
tained with Turkey, Morocco, China, and Ja- 
pan. During the last year, there has not only 
wen no change of our previous relations with 
the independent States of our own continent, 
but more friendly sentiments than have here- 
tofore existed are belie\ ed to be entertained by 
these neighbors, whoso_safety and progress are 
so intimately connected with our own. This 
statement speciallv applies to Mexico, CostA 
Rica, Nicaragua, Honduras, Peru, and Chili. 
The Commission under the Convention with 
the Republic of New- Granada closed its ses- 
sion without having audited and passed upon 
all the claims which were submitted to it. A 
proposition is pending to revive the Conven- 
tion, that it may be able to do more complete 



Justice. The Commission between the United 
Stales and the Republic of Costa Rica has 
completed it" labors and submitted its report. 
1 have favored the project for connecting the 
I'nited Slates with Europe by an Atlantic tel- 
egraph, and a similar project to extend the tel- 
egraph from San Francisco, to connect by a 
Pacific telegraph with the wire which is being 
extended across the Russian Kmpire. 

The Territories of the United States, w ith 
unimportant exceptions, hive remained un- 
disturbed by the civil war, and they are ex- 
hibiting such evidences of prosperity 03 justi- 
li s an expectation that some of them will soon 
be in a condition to be organized as Stetes, 
and be constitutionally admitted into the 
Union. The immense mineral resources of 
some of those Territories ought to be devel- 
oped as rapidly as possible. Every step in 
that direction would h ive a tendency to im- 
prove the, revenues of the Government and 
diminish the burdens of the people. It is 
worthy of your serious consideration whether 
some extraordinary measures to promote that 
end cannot be adopted. The means w hich 
suggests itself as most likely to be effective, 
is a Scientific exploration of the regions in 
those territories wilh a view to the publication 
of its results at home and in foreign countries, 
results which cannot fail to be auspicious. 

The condition of the finances will claim 
your most diligent consideration. The vast 
expenditures incident to the military and na- 
val operations required for the suppression of 
the rebellion have hitherto been met wilh a 
promptitude; and certainty unusual in similar 
circumstances, and the public credit has been 
fully maintained. The continuance of the 
war, however, and the increased disburse- 
ments made necessary by the augmented 
forces now in the field demand your best re- 
flections as to the best modes of providing the 
necessary revenues without injury to business, 
and with the least |>ossible burdens upon la- 
bor. The suspension of specie payments by 
the banks soon after the commencement of 
your last session made largo issues of United 
Stabs notes unavoidable. In no other way- 
could the payment of the troops, and the sat- 
Isntction Of other just demands, be so econom- 
ically or as well provided for. The judicious 
legislation of Congress securing the recciva- 
bilily of these notes for loans and internal du- 
ties, and making them a "legal tender'' for 
otherdehts, ha3 made them universal currency, 
and has satisfied, partially at least, and for the 
time, the long-felt want of a uniform circu- 
lating medium, saving thereby to the people 
immense sums in discounts and exchanges. 

A return to specie payments, however, at 
the earliest period compatible with due regard 
to all interests, should ever be kept in view. 

Fluctuations in the value ol currency are 
always injurious, and to reduce these fluctua- 
tions to the lowest possible point will always 
be a leading purpose in wise legislation. 

Convertibility, prompt and certain, conver- 
tibility into coin, is generally acknowledged 
to be the bcrt and surest safeguard against 
them, and it is extremely doubtful whether a 
I in ulation of I'nited States notes, payable in 
coin, and sufficiently large for the wants of 
the people, can lie permanently, usefully, and 
safely maintained. Is there, then, any other 
mode in which the necessary provision for the 
public wants can be made, and the great ad- 
vantages of a safe and uniform currency se- 
cured '! 

I know of noue which promises so certain 
results, and at the same time so unobjectiona- 
ble, as the organization of Banking Associa- 
tions under a general act of Congress, well 
guarded in its provisions. To such associa- 
tions, iho Government might furnish circula- 
ting notes on the security of the I'nited States 
bonds deposited in the Treasury. These notes, 
prepared under the supervision of proper ofli- 
cers, being uniform in appearance and secu- 
rity, and convertible always into coin, would 
at once protect labor against the evils of a 
vicious currency, aipl facilitate commerce by 
cheap and safe exchanges. A moderate reser- 
vation from the interest on the bonds would 
compensate the Untited Suites for the prepara- 
tion and distribution of the notes, and a gen- 
eral supervision of the system, and would 
lighten the burden of that part of the public 
debt employed as securities. The public cred- 
it, moreover, would be greatly improved, and 
the negotiations of new loans greatly facilita- 
ted by the steady market demand for Govern- 
ment bonds which the adoption of the proposed 
system would create. 

It is nn additional recommendation of the 
measure, of considerable weight in my judg- 
ment, that it would reconcile, as far as possi- 
ble, all existing interests, by the opportunity 
offered to existing institutions to reorganize 
under the act, substituting only the secured 
uniform national circulation for the local and 
various circulation, secured and unsecured, 
now issued by them. 

The receipts into the Treasury from all 
sources, including loans and balance from the 
preceding year, tor the fiscal year ending on 
the 30th of June, 1H02, were $533,885,247 M, 
of which sum$4!i.tl"iG,3!l7 ti2 were derived from 
customs; $1,795,231 from the direct tax; 
from public lands, $152,203 77 j from miscella- 
neous sources, $031, 7S7 Gt; from loans iu all 
forms, $j2'J,u:i2,4GO 50. The remainder, $>,- 
257,065 8o was the balance from last year. 
The disbursements during the same period 
were: For congressional. Executive, and Ju- 
dicial purposes, $5,9*9,009 J'J: for foreign in- 
tercourse, SI, 331t.71o 35: for miscellaneous ex- 
penses, including the Mints, Loans, Posloffiee 
deficiencies, collection of revenue and other 
like charges, $14,129,771 50; for expenses un- 
der the Interior Department, $3,102,985 .v.'; 
under the War Dcpartinent,$39+,3G8,4U7 3G;un- 
under the Navy Department, $42,674,569; for 
interest on the public debt, $13,190,324 45, and 
for the payment of the public debt, including 
reimbursement of temporary loans and re- 
demptions, $90,096,922 09j making an aggre- 
gate of $570|841,700 25, and leaving a bal- 
ance iu the Treasury on the 1st day of July, 
l862{of $13,043,546 81. It should be observ- 
ed that the sum of $96,096,922 00, expended 
for reimbursements und redemption of the 
public debt, being included also in the loans 
made, may be properly deducted both from the 
receipts and expenditures, leaving the actual 
receipts for the year $487,73H,32t H7, and the 
expenditures *4 i 1,7 1 1.783 16. Other informa- 
tion on the subject of the finances will be 
found in the Re|x>rt of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to whose statements and views I 
invite your most candid und considerate at- 
tention. 

The Reports of the Secretaries of the Navy 
and War are herewith transmitted. These Re- 
ports, though lengthy, are scarcely more than 
brief abstracts of the very numerous nnd ex- 
tensive transactions and operations c inducted 
through these Departments, uor could I give a 
Summary of them here upon any principle 
which would admit of its being much shorter 
than the Reports themselves. I therefore con- 
tent myself wilh laying the Reports before you, 
ind asking your attention to them. 

It gives me pleasure to report a decided im- 
provement in the financial condition of the 
Postollice Department as compared with seve- 
ral preceding years. The receipts for the fis- 
cal year 18G1 amounted to $8,349,296 40, 
whion embraced the revenue from all the 
States of the Union for three quarters of that 
year. Notwithstanding the cessation of rev- 
enue from the so-called seceded States during 
the last fiscal year, the increase of the corres- 
pondence of the loyal States has been suffi- 
cient to produce a revenue during the same 
year of $8,299,820 90, being only $50,000 less 
than was derived from all the States of the 
Union during the previous year. The expen- 
ditures show a still mure favorable result. 
The amount expended in 18G1 was $13,G0G,- 
759 1 1 . For the last year the amount has 
been reduced to $11,125,361 13, showing a de- 
crease of about $2,481,000 in the expenditures 
is compared with the preceding year, and 
about $3,750,000 as compared with the fiscal 
year 18Go. The deficiency in the Department 
for the previous year was $1,551,966 98. For 
the last fiscal year it was reduced to $2,112,- 
81 f 57. These favorable results are, in part, 
owing to the cessation of mail service in the 
insurrectionary Stales, and in part to a casual 
review of all cupeuditures in that Department, 
in the interest of economy. The efficiency of 
the Postal = rvice it is believed his also been 
much improved. The Postmaster-General 
also opened a correspondence, throiiL'h the 
Department of State, with foreign Govern- 
ments, proposing a convention of Postal Rep- 
resentatives for the purpose of simplifying the 
rates of foreign postage and to expedite the 
foreign mails. This proposition, equally im- 
portant to our adopted citizens and to the 
commereial interests of Ibis country, lias been 
favorably enter'uiined nnd agreed to by all the 
Governments from whom replies have been 
received. I ask the attention of Congress to 
the suggestions of the Postmaster-General in 
his report respecting the further legislation re- 
quired, in his opinion, for the benefit of the 
postal service. 

The Secretary of the Interior reports as fol- 
lows in regard "to the public lands: "The Pub- 
lic Lands have ccasea to be a source of reve- 
nue. From the 1st of July, 1861, to the 30th 
September, 1862, the entire cash receipts from 
the sale of lands were $137,476 26, a sum 
much less than the expense of our land sys- 
tem during the same period. The Homestead 
Law, which will take effect on the 1st of Jan- 
uary next, offers such inducements to settlers 
that sales for cosh cannot be expected to an 
extent sufficient to meet the expenses of the 
General Land Office, and the cost of surveying 
nnd bringing the land into market." 

The discrepancy between the sum here 
stated as arising from the sales of the public 
lauds and the sum derived from the same 
source as reported from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, arises, as I understand, from the fact 
that the periods of time, though apparently 
were not really coincident at the beginning 
point, the Treasury Report, including a con- 
siderable sum now which had previously been 
reported from the Interior, sufficiently large 
to greatly overreach the sum derived from the 



three months now reported upon by fhe Inte- 
rior, and not by the Treasury. 

The Indian tribes upon our frontiers have, 
during the past year, manifested a spirit of 
insubor lination, and at several points have en- 
gaged in open hostilities against the white 
settlements in their vicinitv. The tribes occu- 
pying the Indian country south of Kansas re- 
nounced their allegiance to the United States, 
and entered into treaties with the insurgents. 
Those who remained loyal to the I'nited States 
w ere driven from the country. The Chief of 
the Cherokees has visited this city tor the pur 
pose of restoring the former relations of the 
tribe with the United States. He alleges that 
they were constrained by superior force to 
enter into treaties with the insurgents, and 
that the United States neglected to turnish the 
protection which their treaty stipulations re- 
quired. 

In the month of August last, the Sioux In 
diai'.s, in Minnesota, attacked the settlements 
in their vicinity with extreme ferocity, kill- 
iug, indiscriminately, men, women, and chil- 
dren. This attack was wholly unexpected 
and, therefure, no means of defence bad been 
provided. It is estimated that not less thau 
800 persons were killed by the Indians, und a 
large amount of property was destroyed. How 
this outbreak was induced is not definitely 
known, and suspicions, which may be unjust, 
need not be stated. Information was received 
by the Indian Rureau from different sources, 
nbout the time hostilities were commenced, 
that a simultaneous attack was to be made 
upon the white settlements by all the tribes 
between the Mississippi River and the Rocky 
Mountains. The State of Minnesota has suf- 
fered great injury from this Indian war. A 
large pjrtion of her territory has been depopu- 
lated, and a severe loss has been sustained by 
the destruction of property. The people of 
that State manifest much anxiety for the re- 
moval of the tribes beyond the limits of the 
State as a guaranty against further hostilities. 
The commissioner of Indian Affairs will fur- 
nish full details. 

I submit for your especial consideration 
whether our Indian system shall not be re- 
modeled. Many wi3e and good men have been 
impressed with the belief that this can be 
profitably done. 

I submit a statement of the proceeding? of 
tho Commissioners, which shows the progress 
that has been made in tho enterprise of con- 
structing the Pacific Railroad, and this sug- 
gests the earliest completion of the road, and 
also the favorable action of Congress upon the 
projects now landing before them for enlarg- 
ing the capacities of the great canals in New 
York and Illinois, as being of vital and rapid- 
ly increasing importance to the whole nation, 
and especially to the vast interior region here- 
inafter to be noticed at some greater length. 
I propose having prepared and laid before you 
at an early day, some interesting and valuable 
statistical information upon this subject. The 
military and commercial importance of en- 
larging the Illinois aud Michigan Canal, and 
improving the Illinois river, is presented in 
the report of Col. Webster to the Secretary of 
War. and now transmitted to Congress. I re- 
spectfully ask attention to it. 

To carry out the provisions of the act of 
Cougress of the 15th of May last, I have caused 
the Department of Agriculture of the United 
States to be organized. The Commissioner 
informs me that within the period of a few 
months this Department has established an 
extensive system of correspondence and ex- 
change, both at home and aboad, which prom- 
ises to effect highly beneficial results in the de- 
velopment of a correct knowledgcof recent im- 
provements in agriculture, in the introduction 
of new products, and in the collection »f the 
agricultural statistics of the different States. 
Also, that it will soon be prepared to distrib- 
ute largely seeds, cereals, plants, and cut- 
tings, and has already published and liberally 
diffused much valuable information in antici- 
pation of a more elaborate report, which will 
in due time be furnished, embracing some 
valuable tests in chemical science now in 
progress in the la'ioratory. The creation of 
this Department was for the more immediate 
benefit of a large class of our most valuable 
citizens, und I trust that the liberal basis upon 
which it has been organized will not only 
meet your approbation, but that it will realize 
ut no distant day all the fondest anticipations 
of its most sanguine friends, and become the 
fruitful source of advantage to all our people. 

On the 22d day of September last, a procla- 
mation was issued by the Executive, a copy 
of which is herewith submitted. In accordance 
with the purpose expressed in the second par- 
agraph ot that paper, I now respectfully re- 
call your attention to what may be called 
"Compensated Emancipation. A nation inn 
be said to consist of its territory, its people, 
and its laws. Tho territory is the only part 
which is of certain durability. One genera- 
tion passcth away and another generation 
cometh, but the earth abideth forever. It is of 
the first importance to duly consider and esti- 
mate this ever-enduring part. That portion 
of the earth's surface which is owned and in- 
habited by the people of the United States is 
well adapted to be the home-of one national 
family, and it is not well adapted for two or 
more. Its vast extent and its variety of cli- 
mate and production are ot advantage in this 
age for one people, whatever they might have 
been in former ages. Steam and telegraphs, 
in intelligence, have brought these to be an 
advantageous combination for one united peo- 
ple. 

In my Inaugural Address, I briefly pointed 
out the total inadequacy ofdisuniouasa reme- 
dy for the differences between the people of 
the two sections. I did so in language which 
(cannot improve, aud which, therefore, I beg 
to repeat: "One section of our country believes 
slavery is right and ought to be extended, 
while the other believes it is wrong and ought 
not to be extended. This is the only substan- 
tial dispute. The fugitive slave clause of the 
Constitution and the law for suppression of 
the African slave trade are each as well en- 
forced, perhaps, as any law can ever be in a 
community where the moral sense of the peo- 
ple imperfectly supports the law itself. The 
great body of the people abide by the dry legal 
obligation in both cases, and a tew break over 
in each. This, 1 Ihink, cannotbe perfectly cured, 
and it would be worse in both cases after the 
separation of the sections than before. The for- 
eign slave trade, now imperfectly suppressed, 
would be ultimately rev ived without restriction 
in one section, while fugitive slaves now only 
partially surrendered, would not bu surrender- 
ed at all by the other. Physically speaking 
we cannot separate; we cannot remove our 
respective sections from each other, nor build 
an impassable wall between them. A husband 
nnd wife may be divorced and go out of the 
presence and beyond the reach of each other, 
but the different parts of our country cannot 
do thi3. They cannot but remain face to face, 
and intercourse, cither amicable or hostile, 
must continue between them. Is it possible, 
theu, to make that intercourse more advanta- 
geous or more satisfactory after separaliou 
than before > Can aliens make treaties easier 
than friends can make laws? Can treaties be 
more faithfully enforced between aliens than 
laws are among friends? Suppose you go to 
war, you canuot fight always; and when, 
after much loss on both sides aud no gain on 
cither, you cease fighting, the identical old 
questions a? to terms of intercourse are again 
iqion you.'' 

There is no line, straight or crooked, suita- 
ble for a national boundary upon which to 
divide. Trace through from fe:ist to West, 
upon the line between the free and slave coun- 
try, and we shall find n little more than one 
third of its length are rivers easy to be crossed 
and populated, or soon to be populated thickly 
upon both sides, while nearly all its remain- 
ing length are merely surveyor's lines, over 
which people may walk back and forth with- 
out any consciousness of their presence. No 
part of this line can be made any more diffi- 
cult to pass by writing it down on paper or 
parchment as a national boundary. The fact 
of separation, if it conies, gives up on the part 
of the seceding section the Fugitive Slave 
clause, along with all other constitutional obli- 
gations upon the section seceded from, while 
I should expect no treaty stipulation would 
e*er be made to take its place. 

But there is another difficulty. The great 
interior region bounded east by the Allegha- 
nies. north bv the British dominions, west by 
the Hocky Mountains, and south by the line 
along which the culture ot corn and cotton 
meets, and which includes part of Virginia, 
part of Tennessee, all of Kentucky, Ohio, In- 
diana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Missou- 
ri, Kansas, Iowa, Minnesota, and tbeTcrrit) 
rics of Dakotab, Nebraska, and part of Colo 
rado, has about te°u millions of people, and 
will have fifty millions w ithin fifty years, if 
not prevented by any political folly or mistake. 
It contains more than one third of the coun- 
try owned by the U nited States, certainly 
more! than one million of square miles. If 
half as populous as Massachusetts already is, 
it would have more than seventy-five millions 
of people. A glance at the map shows that, 
territorially speaking, it is the great body of 
the Republic. The other parts are "but 
marginal borders to it, the magnificent re- 
gion sloping west from the Rocky Mountains 
to the Pacific being the deepest and also the 
richest in undeveloped resources. In the pro 
duction of provisions, grapes, grasses, and all 
which proceed from them, this great interior 
region is naturally one of the most important 
iu the world. Ascertain from the statist! 
the small pro|K>rtion of the region which has 
as yet been brought into cultivation, and also 
the large and rapidly increasing amount of 
its products, and wc shall be overwhelmed 
with the magnitude of the prospect prcseuted. 
and yet this region has no sea-coast, touches 
no ocean anywhere. As part of one nation, 
its people now find, and may forever find 
their way to Europe by Hew York, to South 
America and Africa" by New Orleans, and 
to Asia by San Francisco. But separate 
our common country into two nations, as 
designed by the present rebellion, and every 



man of this great interior region is thereby 
cut off from some one or more of these out- 
lets, not. pcrh ips, by a physical barrier, but 
by embarrassing and onerous trade regu- 
lations. And this is true wherever the dividing 
or boundary line may be fixed. Place it b<- 
tween the now free and slave country, or 
place it south of Kentucky, 0t north of Ohio, 
and still the truth remains that none south of 
it can trade to any place north of it, and none 
north of it can trade to any port or place south 
of it, except upon terms dictated by a govern- 
ment foreign to them. These outlets, east, 
west, and south, are indispensable to the well- 
being of the people inhabitting and to inhabit 
this vast interior region. Which of the three 
may be the best, is no proper question. All 
are better than either, aud all of right belong 
to that |>cople and to their successors forever. 
True to themselves, they will not ask where a 
line of separation shall be, but w ill vow rather 
that there shall be no such line. Nor are the 
marginal regions less interested in these 
communications to and through them to the 
great outside world. They, too, nnd each of 
them, must have access to this Egypt of the 
West, without paving toll at the crossing of 
any nation:'! boundary. Our national strife 
springs not from our permanent part, not from 
the land we inhabit, not from our national 
homestead. There is no possible severing of 
this, but w ould multiply, and not mitigate, 
evils among us. In all its adaptations and 
aptitudes, it demands union, and abhors sepa- 
ration. In fact, it would ere long force reun- 
ion, however much of blood and treasure the 
separation might have cost. Our strife per- 
tains to ourselve?; to the parsing generations 
of men, nnd it cannot, without convulsion, be 
hushed forever with the pissing of one gene- 
ration. 

In this view, I recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution und articles amenda- 
tory of the Constitution of the United States: 
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variety . c',,n.Tre<. may appropriate money atel 
therwtee provide Kir colonizing free color -d paraone, 
with their own eoiiM-nt, at ant plaee or placet without 
the United Slate*. 

I beg indulgence to discuss these proposed 
articles at some length. 

Without slavery, the rebellion could never 
have existed; without slavery, it ccVuld not 
continue. Among the friends of the Union 
there is great diversity of sentiment ami of 
policy in regard to slavery and the African 
race among us. Some would abolish it sud- 
denly, and without compensation; some would 
abolish it gradually, and with compensation; 
some would remove the freed people from us, 
and some would retain them with us; and 
there are yet other minordiversities. Becauso 
of these diversities, wc waste much strength 
in struggles among ourselves; by mutual con- 
cession, we should harmonize and act togeth- 
er. This would be a compromise among the 
friends nnd not with thcenemies of the Uuion. 
These articles are intended to embody a plan 
of such mutual concessions. If the plan shall 
be adopted, it is assumed that emancipation 
will follow, at least in several of the States. 
As to the first article, the main points arc: 

1. The emancipation. 

2. The length of time for consummating 
(thirty -seven years); and, 

3. The compensation. 

The emancipation will be unsatisfacbiry to 
the advocates of perpetual slavery, but the 
length of time should greatly mitigate their 
lis-iatisfaction. The time spares both rates 
from the evils of sudden derangement; in fact, 
from the necessity of any derangement e, hile 
most of those whose habitual course of thought 
will be disturbed by the measure will have 
passed away belorc its consummation. They 
will never sec it. Auother class will hail the 
prospect of emancipation, but will deprecate 
the length of time. They will feel that it 
giv es too little to the now living slaves. But 
it rcaliy gives them much. It saves them from 
the vagrant destitution which must largely at- 
tend immediate emancipation iu localities 
where their numbers are very great, and it 
gives the inspiriting asSUraacQ that their pos- 
terity shall be five lore-, er. The plan leaves 
to each State choosing to act under it to abol- 
ish slavery "tiovv or at the end of the century, 
or at any intermediate time, or by degrees ex- 
tending over the whole or any part of the pe- 
riod, and it obliges no two States to proceed 
alike. It also provides for compensation, and 
generally the mode of making it. This, it 
would seem, must further mitigate the dissat- 
isfaction of those who favor perpetual slavery 
and especially of those who are to receive com- 
pensation. Doubtless, some of those who are 
to pay and not to receive, will object; yet that 
the measure is both just and economical is 
certain. 

The liberation of the slaves is the destruc- 
tion of property; property acquired by de- 
scent or by purchase, the same as any other 
property. 

It is no less true for having been often said 
that the people of the South are no more re- 
sponsible for the original introduction of this 
property than are the people of the North; 
and w hen it is remembered bow unhesitating- 
ly we use — all of us use — cotton and sugar, 
and share the profits of dealing in them, it 
may not be quite safe to say that the South 
has been more responsible thau the North for 
its continuance. If, then, for a common ob- 
ject, this property is to be sacrificed, is it not 
just that it be done at acommon charge ? And 
if with less money, or money more easily 
paid, we can better preserve the benefits of the 
Union by this means than we can by the war 
alone, is il not economical to do it? Let 
us consider it then. Let us ascertain the sum 
we have expended in the war since compen- 
sated emancipation was proposed last March. 
Uld consider whether, if that measure had 
been promptly accepted by even some of the 
slave States, the same sum would not have 
done more to close the war thau has been 
otherwise done. If so, the measure would 
save money, and, in that view, wou'd be a 
prudent ami economical measure. Certainly, 
it is not so easy to pay something as it is to 
pay nothing. But it is easier to pay a large 
sum than it is to pay a larger one, nnd it is 
easier to pay any sum, when we arc able, than 
it is to pay il before we are able. The war re- 
iiiires them at once. The aggregate sum ne- 
cessary for compensated emancipation, o 
course, would be large, but il would require 
no ready cash, nor bonds even, any faster than 
the emancipation progresses. This might not, 
nnd probably would not, close before the end 
of the thirty-seven years. At that time, we 
-hall probably have 100,000,000 of people to 
share the burden, instead of 31,000,000, as 
now ; nnd, not only so, but the increase of our 
tiopulation may be expected to continue for a 
long time alter that period as rapidly as before, 
because our territory will not have become 
full. I do not state this inconsiderately. At 
the same ratio of increase which we have 
maintained on an average from our first Na- 
tional census in 1790, until that of I860, we 
should, in 1900, have a population of 103,208,- 
415, and why may we uot continue that ratio 
far beyond that period ? Our ubundant room, 
our broad National homestead is our ample 
resource. Were our territory as limited as are 
the British Isles, very certainly our population 
could not expaud as stated. Instead of receiv- 
ing the foreign-bom.as now. we should be com- 
pelled to send part of the native-born away ; but 
such is not our condition. We have 2,963.000 
square miles. Europe has 3,800,000, with a 
population averaging seventy-three and one- 
third persons to the square mile. Why may 
not our country at some time average 113 man v ? 
Is it less fertile? Has it more waste surface 
by mountains, rivers, lakes, deserts, or other 
causes? Is it inferior to Kurope in any nat- 
ural advantage? If, then, we are at sometime 
to be a- populous as Kuroiic, how soon? As 
to when this may be, we can judge by the 
past and the present. As to when it will, if 
ever, depends much on whether we maintain 
the Union. Several of our States are above the 
average Kuropean population of 1314 to the 
square mile. Massachusetts has 157, Rhode 
Island 133, New York and New Jersey each 
80; and two other great State-, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, are not far below, the former hav 
ing 63 and the hitler 53. The States, already 
above the Kuropean average, except New 
York, have increased in as rapid ratio since 
passiug that point as ever before, while no one 
of them is equal to sonic other parts of our 
country in natural capacity for sustaining a 
dense population. 

Taking the nation in the aggregate, and wc 
find its population and ratio of increase for the 
several decennial periods to be as follows: 
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This shows an average decennial increase of 
34.60 per cent iu population through the 
seventy years from our lust to our last ecu IUS 



taken. It is seen that the ratio of increase at 
uo one of. these seven periods is either two per 
cent belo'.f- or two per cent above the average, 
thus showing how inflexible, and consequently i 
how reliable, the law ot in: reuse in OUT case 
is. Assuming that it will continue, it gives 
the following results: 1870, 42,323,341; 1830, | 
56,967,216; 1899, ?6,6i-7,S72; I'JOO, 103,208,413; 
1910, 133,918,520; 1929, 186,984.335; 1930, 
251,680,914. Th-se figures show that our ! 
country mav be as populous as Kurope now is. : 
at some point between 1920 and 1930, say ' 
about 1925 — our territory, at 73 '-j persons to ) 
the square mile, being of the capacity to con- ; 
tain, 217,186,000; nud wc will reach this, too, 
if we do not ourselves relinquish the chances ' 
by the folly and evils of disunion, or by long I 
and exhausting war, springing from the only 
C.eat element of national discoid among us. 
W hile it cannotbe foreseen exactly how much 
one huge example of secession breeding lesser 
ones indefinitely would retard the population, 
civilization, and prosperity, no one can doubt 
that the extent of it would be verv great and 
injurious. 

The proposed emancipation would shorten 
the war, perpetuate peace, insure this increase 
ot the population aud proportionately of the 
wealth of the country. With this we should 
pay all the emancipation would cost, together 
with our other debts, easier thau we shuuid 
pay our other debts without it. If we had al- 
lowed our old national debt to run at G per 
cent per annum, simple interest, from the eud 
of our revolutionary struggle till to-day with- 
out paying anything on either principle or in- 
terest, each man of 119 would owe less upon 
that debt now than each man owed upon it 
then, nnd this because our increase of men 
through the whole period has been greater 
thau G per cent, and hits run faster than the 
interest upon the debt. Thus time alone re- 
lieves a debtor nation 30 long as its population 
increases faster than unpaid interest accumu- 
lates on its debt. This Bet would be no excuse 
for delaying thepayraentof what is justly due, 
but it shows the great importance of time in 
tins connection, the great advantage of a policy 
by which we shall not have to pay until we 
number a hundred millions, what by a differ- 
ent policy we should have to pay now, 
when the number is but 31,000,000. luaword, 
it shows that a dollar will be much harder to 
pay for the war thau will be a dollar for 
emancipation on the proposed plan — and then 
the latter will cost no blood, no precious life. 
It will be a savino of both. 

As to the second article, I think it would be 
impracticable to return to bondage the class of 
persons therein contemplated. Somo of them 
doubtless, in the property sense, belong to 
loyal owners, and hence provision is made in 
this article for compensating such. 

The third article relates to the future of the 
freed people. It doe's not oblige, but merely 
authorizes, Congress to aid in colonizing such 
as may consent. This ought not to be regard- 
ed us objectionable on the one hand or on the 
other, insomuch as it comes to nothing unless 
by the mutual consent of the people to be de- 
ported and the Americau voters through 
their representatives iu Congress. 

I cannot make it better known than il al- 
ready is that I stiongly favor colonization, and 
yet f wish to say there is an objection urged 
against the colored persons remaining in the 
cotiutry which is largely imaginary, if uot 
sometimes malicious. It is insisted that their 
presence would injure and displace white labor 
and white laborers. If there ever could be a 
proper time for mere arguments, that time 
surely is not now. In times like the present, 
men should utter uolhiug for which they 
would uot willingly be responsible through 
time aud eternity. 

Is it true, then, that colored people can dis- 
place any more white lalior by being free tl. in 
remaining slaves? If they stay in their old 
places, they jostle no white laborers. If thev 
leave their old places, they leave them open to 
white laborers. Logically, there is neither 
more nor less of it. Emancipation, even, 
without deportation, would probably enhance 
the wages of white labor, and very surely 
would not reduce them. Thus the customary 
amount of labor would still have to be per- 
formed. The freed people would surely not 
do more than their old proportion of it, and 
very probably for a time would do less, leav- 
ing an increased part to white laborers, bring- 
ing their labor into greater demaud, and con- 
sequently enhancing the wages of il. With 
deportation, even to a limited extent, enhanc- 
ing wages to vv bile labor is mathematically 
certain. Labor is like any other commodity, 
in the market; increase the demand for it, and 
you increase the price of it. Reduce the sup- 
ply of black labor by colonizing the bhv k 
laborers out of the country, and by precisely 
so much you increase the demand for and 
wages of while labor. But il is dreaded that 
the freed people will swarm forth and cover 
the whole laud. Are they not already In the 
land.' Will liberation make them any more 
numerous? Kqiially distributed among the 
whites of the whole country, there would be 
but one colored to seven w hites. Could the 
one in any way grc/ltly disturb the seven? 

There are many communities now having 
more than one free colored person to seven 
whites, ami this without any apparent con- 
sciousness of evil from it. The District of Co- 
lumbia, and the States of Maryland nud Dela- 
ware are all in this condition. The district 
has more than one free colored person to six 
whites; and yet in its frequent petitions to 
Congress, I believe it has never presented the 
presence of free colored persons as one of its 
grievances. 

But why should Kmuncipation South send 
the freed people North? People of any color 
seldom run unless there be something to run 
from. Heretofore, colored people to some ex- 
tent have fled North from bondage, and now 
perhaps from both bondage and destitutiou; 
but if Gradual Ktnancipation or deportation 
be adopted, they will hnvc neither to flee 
from. Their old musters will give them wa- 
ges, at least until new laborers can be procur- 
ed, and the freed men in turn will gladly give 
their labor fur the wages till new homes can 
be found for them iu congenial climes and 
with people of their own blond and race. 

This proposition can be trusted to the mu- 
tual interests involved, and, in any event, can- 
not the North decide for itself whether to re- 
ceive them? Again, as pracliee proves more 
than theory in any case, bos there been any 
in option of colored people northward because 
of the abolishment of slavery in this District 
last spring? 

What I have said of the proportion of free 
colored persons to the whites in the District i3 
from the census of 1869, having no reference 
to persons called contrabands, nor to those 
made free by the act of Congress abolishing 
slavery here. The plan consisting of these 
articles i.< recommended, not but that a resto- 
ration of the natioual authority would bo ac- 
cepted without its adoption, nor that the war, 
nor proceedings under the Proclamation of 
September 22, 1802, will be stayed because of 
the recommendation of this plan. It3 timely 
adoption, 1 doubt not, would bring restora- 
tion, and thereby stay both. And uotwilh- 
standing this plan the recommendation that 
Congress provide by law for compensating any 
State which may adopt emancipation before 
this plan shall have been acted upon is hereby 
earnestly renewed. Such would only be nn 
advance part of the plan, and the same argu- 
ments apply to both. 

This plan is recommended as a means, not 
in exclusion of, but additional to, ullothers for 
restoring aud preserving the national authori- 
ty throughout the Union. The subject is pre- 
sented exclusively in it3 cconiniical aspect. 
The plan would, I am confident, secure peace 
more speedily than can be done by force alone, 
w hile it would cost less, considering amounts 
and manner of payment, and times of pay- 
ment, and the amounts would be easier paid 
than will be the additional cost of the war, if 
we rely solely upon force. 

It is most likely — very likely — that it would 
cost no blood at all. The plan is pro)>osed as 
permanent constitutional law. It cannot be- 
come such without the concurrence of, first, 
two thirds of Cougress, and afterward three 
fourths of the States. The requisite three 
fourths of the States will necessarily include 
seven of the slave Slates. Their concurrence, 
if obtained, will give assurance of their sever- 
ally adopting emancipation at no distant day 
upon the new constitutional terms. This as- 
surance would end the struggle now and save 
the Union forever. 

I do nol forget the gravity which should 
characterize a paper addressed to the Congress 
of the nation by the Chief Magistrate of the 
nation; nor do I forget that some of you art 
my seniors, nor that many of you have more 
experience than I in the conduct of public af- 
fairs; yet I trust that, in view of the great 
responsibility resting upon me, you will (ler- 
reive no want of respect to yourselves in any 
undue earnestness I may seem to display. 

Is it doubted, tben, that the plan I propose, 
adopted, would shorten the war, and thus lessen 
its expenditure of money and of blood? Is it 
doubted that it would restore the national 
authority and national prosperity, and perpet- 
uate both indefinitely ? 

I3 it doubted that we here, Congress and 
Executive, can secure its adoption? Will not 
the good people respond lo a united and earn- 
est appeal from us.' Can we, tail they, by 
any other means, so certainly or so speedily 
assure these vital objects? We can succeed 
only by concert. It is nol "Can any of us 
imagine better,'' but "Can we all do better?" 
Object wheresoever is possible, still the ques- 
tion recurs, "Can we do better?" 

The dogmas of the quiet past are inadequate 
to the stormy present. The occasion is piled 
high with difficulties, and we must rise with 
the occasion. As our case is new, so we 
must think anew, nnd act anew. We must 
disenthrall ourselves, ami then we shall save 
our country. 

Fellow-citizens, wc cannot escape history. 
We of this Congress will be remembered In 
spite of ourselves. No personal significance 
or insignificance can spare one or other of us. 



The fiery trial through which we pi-s will 
light us down in honor or dishonor to the 
latest generation. 

We say that we are for the Union. The 
world will not forget that while we say this, 
we do know how lo save the Union. The 
world knows we do know how to save it. We, 
even we here, held the pow er, aud beat the 
responsibility. 

In giving freedom to the slave, we assure 
freedom to the free, honorable alike in what 
we give and what we p i eas t t e . 

We shall nobly save or meanly lose the last, 
best ho|ve of the earth. 

Other means may succeed. This could not 
fail. 

The way is plain — r>eacet\:l — generous— just 
— a way which, if followed, the world will 
forever applaud, and God must forever bless.

The Socbciu or Plaxt Food. — There ar_- 
two gnat sources irinnce plaata derive their 
nourishment; the atmosphere and the earth. 

The leaves and the roots are Ihe two means 
by vv hicfa this is accomplished. Thus ulauU 
have a douhle capacity for growth. 

The principal food of the leaves is carlion, 
tin- main ingredient in vegetables. 

Kx|«;riments have shown that about two- 
thirds of the carbon of plants is derived from 
the atmosphere; in some cases double or triple; 
that amount. 

Master has an effect to increase this amount. 
So have charcoal nnd other agents. 

Charcoal is a powerful absorbent, and thus 
contributes to fertility, viz., by giving up to 
the plant what il holds by ab.<.rption. In this 
sense it becomes a nmnure. When thorough- 
ly charged, it is probably one of the best fer- 
tilisers. 

The attractive power of plants to obtain 
Ibeir food must be very great. It takes the 
ammonia from the soil, when no other agent 
except chemistry and mechanical force c»n 
extract it. So the charcoal is not strong 
enough— it must yield lo the plant. 

This gathering food from the atmosphere for 
tho plant is an inlerestiug thing, and should 
be made more available. Particularly should 
it be profitable, us it thin draws its strength — 
the very essence of it — front a free source, 
where it need nol be bought ot carted. In this 
sense the atmosphere is every cultivator's 
dung-yard. 

It is the grand fountain, the grea' -ourre of 
plant-food, presented lo .vou everywhere — at 
your very door, and at all times. It is not 
only the source of vitality to animal hut vege- 
table lite. Kach wind that blows adds invig- 
orating health to vei'.-taiioii. The leaves of 
trees and of grain, and the blades of grass, 
take in the food; so thaterery v. ind i< a god- 
send to the f irmer. 

This is done by displacing tbo air in imme- 
diate contact with the plant, air deprived of 
its carbon by absorbtion. with new air charged 
with new food for the plant; as wind cools the 
body, by removing the warm air which is in 
contact with the Isjdy, made warm by that 
cuutact. and supplying it with new aud cool 
air. The principle is exactly the same. 

Charcoal, plaster, clay, and other substances, 
attract from the air. 

Let us, then, set these as trap.- for the carbon 
— that carbon which rise? from such innumera- 
ble sources; from barn-yards, compost heaps, 
animals, particularly in breathing from tho 
lungs. All exhibitions are apt to have it; to 
have the fertili/.ing principle in some form; 
minute, perhaps, but not loo minute for tho 
ugents we have mentioned to abstract; they 
can find it.

fia^" The condition of afl'nirs in 1 ant portion 
of 8outb<?rn Kentucky lying between the 
Cumbeclanrl and Trudewater rivers continues 
most deplorable. The district embraces Crit- 
tenden. Caldwell, Lyon, and Trigg counties, 
ami the guerillas tiud robber? hare still undis- 
puted sway. Col. l'oitei has pretty well driven 
them out of Henderson, Union, Webster, aud 
Hopkins, but their scattered remnants have 
taken refuge in the section indicated, and are 
co-operating with other rebel squads who 
were there before. We learn that, on the 24th 
ultimo, somo two hundred guerillas were 
within two or three miles of Princeton, 
Caldwell couuty, where Jud^e I'eters had 
goue to hold court. Tbis wo3 to over- 
awe the authorities, and to manifest a de- 
termination that if the courts are not con- 
ducted to suit robbeis and cut-throats they arc 
to be broken up by them. While the country 
is being stripped by these infamous scoundrels, 
numbers of Union citizens are driven Irom 
their homes; indeed, 6omc of them have not 
seen homo siucc last summer, and whenever 
they are expected to visit their families their 
houses are wstctred by ai med assassins who 
hover around to dispose of tbem on their arri- 
val. All laws are set ut defiance, the might of 
these robber gangs constitutes th« only right, 
and such Iniquities are done as "smell to 
heaven" and demand speedy puuishment, for 
it has already been too long and most culpably 
delayed. 

In the midst of these outrages and atroci- 
ties, neither the Federal nor State Govern- 
ment is doing uny practical j;ood Cor the relief 
of our friends, who on the contrary have 
been actual); deprived of the means of self 
protection. Upon the call of our worthy 
Goveroor quite a number of patriotic young 
men immediately volunteered. Some went to 
Henderson, and, although a few were received 
into the 3th Kentucky cavalry, many were 
unable to get into service, and being unable to 
support themselves lor an indefinite period 
returned home. Others are at Sinithhuid, 
and some five hundred at Paducnh, and, al- 
though nominally received into service 
last August, they have not yet been fur- 
nished with arms and equipments to take 
the ti nld. They have no .'torses and no weap- 
ons except a worthless lot which ought to be 
thrown into the river. These recruits should 
be promptly and efficiently aimed or else dis- 
charged that they may endeavor to arm and 
mount themselves and try to clear the gueril 
las from their counties. Instead of this they 
are con lined to their camps uselessly, and 
some of the best fighting material in the State 
13 thus lying idle and chafing for active 
employment. The-e things are very dis 
couraging to the Union men who are im- 
patiently waiting- for help to deliver them 
from the bands of thieves and murder, 
ers. There has not been a Federal sol- 
dier in any of the above counties for tho 
last four months and the demands of tbeir 
down-trodden people meet with no response. 
Gentlemen have raised companies, and after 
trying in vain to get them equipped have been 
forced to disband them. There is no practical 
use of sending troops South to suppross the 
rebellion, while these counties are as insurrec- 
tionary as auy part of South Carolina. Un- 
less Union troops are sent there to remain 
until their work is well and thoroughly 
done, the civil laws of the State cannot be ex- 
ecuted, the State revenue and national taxes 
cannot be collected, and no recruits or dratted 
men can enter the service m the district. One 
Kentucky regiment of cavalry sent there would 
answer every purpose, with the co-operation 
of Col. Bruce and his brigade from Hopkins- 
ville, for we do not believe that there are likely 
to be four hundred rebels in a body again in 
all that country. But we have failed to per- 
ceive the policy of withholding nil relief until 
Col. Bruce with his infantry, cavalry, and ar- 
tillery, with drum?, music, and banners can 
come up. Besides this, the force located at 
Hopkinsvillo will have something more 
to do to put down the rebellion in 
that section than driving out guerillas. 
While the leading partisans of the wicked 
war upon our government can carry on tbeir 
machinations with impunity, there will be 
neither pence nor security in that region. 
For, as we have said, tho counties of Caldwell. 
Lyon, and Trigg have been practically as 
much a part of Jeff Davis's dominions for 
the last eighteen months as any portion of the 
Cotton States; tho loyal citizens could and 
cau enjoy the privileges of home only by de- 
grading silence or by speaking in the cautious 
whispers of trembling slaves. These things 
are, kept up by the rebel wire 
workers, and so must continue until 
tboy are taught ihat loyalty and 
not treason will be specially protected. In 
these counties nearly oil the offices are filled 
by open and avowed rebels, and many of them 
based their claims to election upon tbeir de- 
sire to overthrow the government. We appeal 
to Congress now in session, and to our State 
Legislature soon to reassemble, and ask, Shall 
these things continue, and how long will reb- 
els elected for their openly avowed treason- 
able proclivities be permitted to administer 
the local governments of these counties and 
disgracefully hold the ofiiccs'? 

An Oi'trage at Howling GttKKN. — We are 
informed on good authority that upwards of 
six wagon loads of mail matter, books, pamph- 
lets, and papers, have been sold and destroyed 
at Bowling Green within the last month. A 
large portion of tbem were sent for the use of 
the sick soldiers. Who are the persons that 
committed tho outrage? Under what authori- 
ty and for what purpose was the thing done? 
And what has become of the money received 
for what was sold? . 

Answers to these questions must be render- 
ed. Earnest appeals are constantly made for 
reading matter to be furnished to the thou- 
sands of sick soldiers at Bowling Green, and 
yet here, "at one fell swoop," the results of 
the benevolent and generous labors of many 
men and women for the promotion of the com- 
fort and amusement of the poor sufferers are 
ruthlessly destroyed ! 



What the Educated Classes in E.nolaxd 
Think of this War.— A distinguished Eng- 
lish clergyman, under date of Nov. 3d, writes | 
thus to a friend in this city : 

In your previous letter, you speak of the i 
conduct of England as being "cruel" to the I 
United States. I cannot think so. On both I 
sides violent things have been said add written 
bv individuals, but the conduct of England 
uiid the United Suites, as represented in Par- 
liament and Congress, has been friendly and • 
pacific. To this hour, our rulers have succeed- , 
ed in maintaining a strict neutrality, not- i 
withstanding the remonstrances of the cotton 
interest on the one hand and France on the 
other. ! know that many in America regard j 
even our neutrality as a kind of enmity, and 
consider England bound to take the same view i 
of Southern insurrection as is taken in the 
North, But this is expecting too much from 
U3. The present separation is no sudden out- j 
burst It has been predicted twenty or thirty 
years, and (as Do ToqnevUie and others showed 
long since) is the result of those political and 
domestic institutions in America, which grew 
up from the eventi of the early history of the 
country. North and South are almost equally j 
connected with England by the ties of blood | 
and common origin, and in these respects ! 
have an equal claim on the sympathy ot tho | 
mother country. 

But while England maintains her neutral- I 
ity, it is nevertheless true that the educated i 
(lasses here have of late shown a great in- 
crease of sympathy with the South. This 
does not arise in any appreciable degree from 
commercial considerations as to the supply of 
cotton. The educated classes generally, and the 
clergy especially, are little influenced by such 
considerations. But, in the first place, they ad- 
mire the pluck and perseverance shown bv 
the weaker party. Next, they sec in the 
Southern "rebellion" what they consider an 
effect of the same principles which produced 
the "rebellion" of North and South against 
England in 1776. "Division waj their sin," 
they say, and now "division i3 their punish- 
ment." And third, BO much has been said 
by rabid politicians and various newspapers, 
respecting the barm which the United States 
can do, and in// do to England at some future 
period, that many begin to tbink that the se- 
curity of this and other countries requires 
the clipping of the wings of the American 
Eagle. 

I njed not remind you that our educated 
classes generally consider that the Democracy 
which forms the basis of the U. S. Constitu- 
tion is wrong and dangerous in principle, and 
that, although it may have led to great ma- 
terial results, it is unfavorable to tho best and 
highest interests of man. Our clergy, es- 
pecially, would approve of the scntimeuts of 
the Bishop qf Michigan, as expressed in his 
6ermon before tho General Convention, re- 
specting the fact that our Saviour. Christ, is 
not recognized by the U. S. Government. 
Many would regard the dissolution of the 
present state of things in your country as a 
blessing to the American people, and to the 
world at large, and would welcome the rise of 
a grand American Emperor who would lib- 
erate his subjects from tho tyranny and bad 
influence of party politics, and oblige them to 
co-operate for the common good. 

I do not mean to say that the above Ticws 
are my own. I only give the substance of 
what 1 often hear in the course of conversa- 
tion. 

It must be conceded that all the official 
acts of the Government of Eug'laud have been 
a3 frank and courteous a» those of our own, 
and highly commendable in both. The com- 
plaint of reasonable and intelligent men is, 
fir3t, that official neutrality is perfectly con- 
sistent with moral support, warmly expressed 
on the side where it belongs — to Poland as 
against Russia, for instance, or Italy as against 
Austria, or for Home as against the Pope. 
Had England been true to her openly and long 
avowed principles, she would have shown the 
strongest sympathy from the first with the 
United States— with the cause of law and or- 
der as against rebellion— not for rebellion 
simply because against a power once guilty of 
it. We have a still more serious cause of 
complaint, that violations of a strict neutrality 
are winked at on one side and jealously re- 
pressed on the other. 

It eeem3 to prove quite in vain to attempt to 
6how to .sympathizers with "rebellion" on 
either side of the water the difference between 
a revolution for the subversion of a dynasty 
or of a tyranny, when force of arms is the on- 
ly resort, and a "rebellion" against a consti- 
tution which provides a remedy by the ballot- 
box. Nothing can justify a rebellion by those 
under a free representative government, by 
measures which drive the country back to 
chaos and anarchy ; from which there can be 
no recovery, but by the re-establish mont of a 
free, representative government, against which 
no rebellion can ever be justifiable, and we are 
thus again driven back to the starting point. 

The objection that the Federal Government 
was, from the first, a doomed government, un 
der the curse of God, as a Godless and Christ- 
less concern, ha3 been answered over and 
over again, thousands of times. There is, it 
is true, a difficulty in the awe, and, in the 
view of the advocates of a Church and Slate 
policy, au Insuperable difficulty. But God 
and His Christ are everywhere acknowledged, 
where it would not be to the detriment of 
some sect, or of somo form of religion other 
than the Christian, to acknowledge it more 
explicitly; as in the laws for the observance 
of the Christian Sabbath, and in the nppoint- 
of Committees on Religion in most i! not all 
of our State Legislatures. The perfect equal- 
ity of all the sects, nay, of nil religions, Jew- 
ish. Mormon, Buddists, or what not, ns far as 
legal protection of life, liberty, and property, 
under the law, is concerned, is one of those 
glorious features of our institutions which the 
spirit of the Inquisition, as far as it yet sur- 
vives, is not likely very soon to expunge. 

Mr. Vallandigham's resolution requesting 
the Judiciary Commitlee to inform the House 
upon wluit authority the Postmaster General 
has assumed to declare that certain public 
papers shall not be carried in the United 
States mail, and to exclude them therefrom, 
was adopted. We shall look with some 
curiosity for the answer. A more tyrannical 
and lawless act was uever perpetrated than 
such exclusion by the Postmaster General. 

The idea that a Postmaster can discrim- 
inate, and refuse to allow persona whom he 
dislikes to use the mails, is too monstrous to 
lie entertained for a moment. There is no 
usurpation of the Administration that his 
been more high-handed and o inoxious than 
this. — Cincinnati Enquirer. 

During the Pierce and Buchanan adminis- 
trations certain postmasters, especially in the 
South, assumed the power to exclude from the 
mails whatever newspapers they plea3ed. 
They exercised their tyranny chiefly if not 
altogether toward a few Eastern papers 
charged with abolition. Their antipathy 
to abolition was of course all right and 
proper, but we repeatedly expressed our 
strong condemnation of what we consid- 
ered their usurpation of authority. At that 
time however we could not get any of the pa- 
pers of the class to which the Cincinnati E i- 
quirer belonged to join in the condemnation- 
So far from it, we were evidently looked on by 
them as quasi abolitionists for denying the 
right of postmasters to toss out of the mails 
all papers accused of abolition. 

Certainly it was not more allowable for 
postmasters to throw abolition papers out of the 
mails in time of peace than it is to throw dis- 
loyal papers out in time of war. We consider 
both wrong, wholly wroig. We think both 
deserving of punishment. The prerogative of 
stopping the circulation of papers for aboli- 
tionism or for treason doesn't belong to deputy 
postmasters or to the P. M. General. Let the 
Government make whatever laws it deems 
necessary to the preservation of the peace and 
harmony of the land, and, if Editors or pub- 
lishers violate those laws, let them be punished 
for the crime, but we want no postpffice func- 
tionaries or vigilance committees sitting in 
judgment to decide what papers may circulate 
through the country and what ones must not. 
A Cabinet officer has no more right to order 
depredations upon the mails than we have.

The new Monitor, Passaic, has com- 
pleted its trial trip to Fortress Monroe. Be- 
sides the apparatus for firing its great gun 
there were other principles involved in the 
vessel which need application to show their 
value. First, the water-tight nature of the 
turret; second, the arrangement for using the 
compass; ami third, the sea-going qualities of 
the ship. It has been proved that the first of 
these requirements has been met. The second 
principle is a grand one. It enables a sailor 
to steer the heaviest iron-clad through a look- 
ing glass. No compass can perform its func- 
tions within such an iron prison as a turrit. 
The magnetic needle acts sluggishly aud life- 
less, pointing never correctly. There was 
another difficulty to be overcome. It has 
been removed in a beautiful manner. The re- 
flection of the compass' movements is convey- 
ed to the helmsmen through a mirror, the 
compass itself being raised far above the dead- 
ening influence of the iron house. In battle 
the compass is removed, it being only essen- 
tial at sea. The third principle tried is the 
general sea-going qualities of the new Moni- 
tors. The steadiness ol the craft is wonder 
fill. Moving through the roughest tide, she is 
as free from rolling and pitching as one could 
well imagine. 

IDmpukev Marshall's Libraiiv. — Some 
months ago Humphrey Marshall's law library- 
was captured at Carrollton, Ky., whither it 
had been sent for safe-keeping.

The St. Louis Republican, a paper 
hich has always tiphejd ably aud earnestly 
the institution of slavery and the rights of 
slaveholders, quietly accepts gradual emanci- 
pation as the policy of Missouri. It evidently 
takes this course in the hope of avoiding fu- 
ture strifes and agitations. No one can com- 
plain of Missouri s adopting whatever policy 
she thinks best for herself, provided she avoids 
all interference with the interests of her neigh- 
bors. The Republican of last Monday closes 
an article of some length as follows: 
The question 6till remains, shall the institu- 
ion he extinguished peacefully, and with the 
acquiescence of those interested, in a manner 
not rending nor wrecking anything," or 
shall it go out in violence and revolution, 
leaving bitter animosities and rankling hate 
n the bosoms of the community? Accepting, 
s we do, the fate of slavery in Missouri, it 
seems to us to be our duty to continue to 
counsel moderation, and to impress upon all 
parties the necessity, if they would live har- 
moniously together hereafter, of looking at 
this grave question in the light of practical 
wisdom and solid common sense. 

A few days since we stated what we be- 
lieved to be the lengths to which moderate 
men might go in settling this exhausting con- 
"ict about the negro, and bringing aliout the 
MC6 and comfort of the white men of the 
State. We again urge the views then ex- 
pressed, upon the members of the Legislature, 
soon to convene at J efferson City. The plan 
roposed, or rather we should say seconded, 
is one of gradual emancipation, and we might 
say of it, in the language of President Lin- 
coln — alluding to his Emancipation Message 
to Congress— in his Proclamation of May 19th 
last (renouncing the Abolition order of Gen. 
Hunter), "this proposal makes common cause 
for a common object, casting no reproaches on 
any. The change it contemplates would come 
as quietly as the dews of Heaven, not rending 
nor wrecking anything. " We should look 
upon a proper system of gradual emancipa- 
ion inaugurated at this time as a peace meas- 
ure. None will say that constant repetitions 
of such scenes as were recently enacted at 
Hermann form a desirable condition of socie- 
ty, while the terrible amount of suffering the 
whole Ktate has endured from the criminal 
proceedings of the organized and guerilla 
rebels, admonishes, with even greater force, 
that something must be done for the sake of 
taciflcatlon. Let, therefore, emancipation be 
initiated, if that means will put a stop to this 
terrible state of commotion in Missouri, but 
we hope it will be remembered, to quote again 
from President Lincoln, that "gradual, and 
not sudden, emancipation is better for all."

Day before 
yesterday heavy firing was beard in an east- 
erly direction, and it is supposed an engage- 
ment had taken place between our forces and 
the rebels, near Silver Springs, though noth- 
ing definite has yet been henni.

Night before last the rebels fired the woods 
and farms on the south bank of the Cumber- 
land, and then skedaddled inland.

Fortress Monroe, Dec. 4. 
We learn from those who have had an op-

Large forces arc at work u(von them dav and 
night. They also learn that the channel 
through the stone blockade nt Charleston is 
temporarily obstructed by railroad iron which 
the rebels can easily - remove for their own 
use. 

New York, Dec. 4. 

At a meeting of the Chamber of Commerce 
to-day a letter from Secretary Welles was read. 
An additional force will be despatched iu 
search of the Alabama as soon as possible. 

There is no authority for granting commis- 
sions to private vessels to search for the Ala- 
bama, or other piratical vessels or privateers. 
The Chamber adopted a resolutiod to asli the 
Government to send several war vessels to 
cruise on the eastern shores of America. 

The Post's Washington despatch says that 
Secretary Chase's report goes north by the 
evening mail to-day. His estimate of the pub- 
lic debt is that it will exceed one thousand aud 
fifty millions on the fiist of July next. 

Capt. John L. El wood, formerly Quarter- 
master U.^S. A., who has been confined for 
three months in the prison near the Old Cap- 
itol, committed suicide on Wednesday. He 
was formerly elected Colonel of a New York 
regiment, but was arrested on unknown 
charges by order of the Secretary of War be- 
fore Tie assumed command: 

The court-martial of Fitzjohrj Porter was in 
session to-day, Gen. Pope being under exam- 
ination. The substance of his testimony is 
that if Porter had obeyed his orders promptly 
he could haw entirely defeated, if not cap- 
tured, Jackson's army. 

Scuator Wilkinson, of Minnesota, to-day 
presented an earnest hut respectful protest 
to the President against the pardon or reprieve 
of the condemned Indians in that State. 

After reading this paper to the President, 
Messrs. Windom nnd Aldrich, being present 
and heartily endorsing his project, decided to 
join theirs with Senator Wilkinson, this mak- 
ng the unanimous action of the entire Repub- 
lican dclegatiou in Congress from that Slate. 

Washington, Dee. 3. 
In the Porter Court Martial to-day chai'.'c. 
were formally received against him. There 
are two charges and eight specifications. They 
allege that Gen. Pope, on August l!7th, issued 
a detailed order for Porter to come forward to 
meet the enemy at Bristow Station, which he 
lisobeyed; that un August 29th, when Porter 
as in front ol the enemy at Manassas he dis- 
obeyed orders by refusing to move forward his 
command to Gainesville; and that he refused 
to go into action on the right Hank, and per- 
mitted one of his brigades to inarch to Centre- 
illc, out of the way of the field of the second 
battle; and that finally Porter and his com- 
nand retreated in the face of the enemy, cou- 
ntry lo General Pope's orders, in a shameful 
manner. 

To all of these charges Porter pleads not 
ruilty, and informed the Court that ( leneral 
Halleck had refused to let him 1,0 into the 
army for witnesses. 

General Mc< 'lellan is expected to testify to- 
morrow in McDowell's Court-martial. Col- 
onel Goodwin testified to seeing McL>. drunk 
the streets of Washington. His evidence 
was detailed aud specific in this respect. 

It is staled that McDowell will bring much 
rebutting evidence on this point. 

A large number of paroled prisoners arrived 
in Washington to-day from Richmond. They 
say no more Federal prisoners remain in 
Richmond. They bring late Richmond papers. 

Governor Pii kens' message alludes to the 
emancipation proclamation, and recommends 
the formation of a State Guard of citizens un- 
der eighteen and over forty-five for police dut}'. 
He says the State has furnished 42,000 Con- 
federate troops, besides eight regiments for 
.oast defence. He urges the prompt organiza- 
tion of negro labor, so that the fortifications 
round Charleston may he made permanent. 
Hon. W. A. Graham, of North Carolina, has 
been elected to Ihe Confederate States Senate, 
in place of Geo. C. Davis, whose time expires 
on the 4th of March. Mr. Graham was the 
conservative nominee, and was the nominee 
for Vice-Presidcut with Scott. 

Colonel Duncan K. M< Rae. of North Caro- 
lina, former Consul at Paris, has resigned his 
commission in the army, because, im he says 
a letter to Governor Vance, he can no 
longer, consistent with his sense of dignity 
and self-respect, serve the Government of the 
Confederates States. 

Barney Shendon, CO. F, 01st Ohio, and 
David B. Slevin, CO. I, 24th Michigan, have 
lied in hospital. 

General Fremont's staff officers, of whom 
seven Colonels are now in New York, are of 
the opinion that the General will command 
the Mississippi 0)>ening expedition, instead of 
McClcrnand. 

Secretary Smith will leave the Cabinet and 
take the Indiana Judgeship in time to hold 
the January term of the court.

ments, charging him with swindling and de- 
frauding the government. He sought an in- 
vestigation and therefore offered a resolution 
for Ihe appointment of a solect committee of 
five to investigate and iD^uire into the whole 
subject. It being Objected to by several mem- 
bers, that no specific charges had been made, 
Mr. Ashby withdrew his resolution with a 
view of modifying it so as to meet the objec- 
tion as to its phraseology, &c. 

A resolution was then adopted, Instructing 
the Committee- on Military Affairs to inquire 
and report as to the better care of the sick aud 
wounded soldiers. 

Mr. Hatching offered a resolution instructing 
t'jc Committee on Military Affairs to inquire 
and report as to the propriety of dispensing 
with the West Point Military Academy, and 
iustend thereof aiding the endowment of mili- 
tary schools in the several States. The reso- 
lution whs rejected by 49 to 78. 

Mr. Aldrich introduced a bill to reduce the 
rates of Congressional mileage. Referred to 
the Committee on Mileage. 

Mr. Hrowne, of Virginia, offered a resolu- 
tion, w-hich was tallied, instructing the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs to inquire into the 
expediency of making an appropriation to aid 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company iu 
repairing the road and rebuilding the bridges 
recently destroyed hy the Southern troops. 

Mr. Stevens submitted the following reso- 
lutions: 

Rcsvtotd, That this Union must be and re- 
main one and indivisible forever. 

Resolved, That if any person in the employ- 
ment of the I'nited Slates, either in a legisla- 
tive or executive branch, should propose to 
make peace, or should accept or advise the 
acceptance of any such proposition on any 
other basis than the integrity and entire unity 
of tbe United States and their territories as 
they existed at the time the rebellion com- 
menced, he will be uuilty of a high crime. 

Resolved, That this Government can never 
accept the mediation nor permit the interven- 
tion of any foreign nation in our domestic 
affairs. 

Resolved, That no two government? can 
ever be permitted to exist within the limits 
now belonging to the United States and which 
acknowledged their jurisdiction at the time of 
the insurrection. 

Mr. Ashby then introduced a preamble re- 
lating to the charges against him, and provid- 
ing for a committee of investigation, Ac., as 
above stated. 

The Senate resolutions announcing the death 
of Senator Thompson were read. Messrs. 
Nixon and Steele, of New Jersey, and Perry 
severally delivered eulogies. The usualn solu- 
tions of respect were offered and adopted. 

The House then adjourned until to-morrow, 
when i report of the Secretary of the Treusury 
will be sent in.

INTERESTING I ROM I'ORT ROYAL. 

Pout Royal, Nov. 25. 
Three dark weeks of raging pestilence, un- 
relieved by a cheerful ray in the form of news 
from home, marked the arrival of the6tcamer 
Delaware, a week since to-day, with mails anil 
passengers from New York, an epoch in the 
history of Port Royal affairs. From the time 
of receiving the mails may be dated the lifting 
of the pall which rested upon the public mind, 
and a dawning confidence that the dread fever, 
whose brief visitation had wrought so much 
disaster, was passing away. And 1 am glad 
that these hopes have been fully realized. The 
last case of the disease occurred on the 10th 
inst., and within the past few days the morn- 
ings have been frosty enough to dissipate 
whatever malaria may have remained. The 
fever at no time assumed an epidemic charac- 
ter, but was confined to the neighborhood 
where the first case appeared; and, in the 
opinion of the medical officers, was developed 
solely from local causes. The victims of the 
disease have all been taken from tbe buildings 
standing within an area of not more than two 
acres in extent. 

The fever first appeared at Hilton Head 
about the middle of September, when it was 
imported from Torlugas among some soldiers 
of the 7th New Hampshire regiment, who 
came up on the steamer Delaware. The dis- 
ease was of a mild type, and hail entirely dis- 
appeared as loug as three weeks before the 
first ens'e of a malignant character developed 
itself in an employee of the Quartermaster s 
Department. Consequently no connection 
can- be traced between the visitations of the 
disease, either as to origin or character. In 
the first case, 1 am told that the per cenlage 
of mortality was very small, while in Ihe lat- 
ter, out of few more than thirty patients, 
twenty-four died.

2d.— The live 
faces of WasBlngton vary considerably from 
each other in the counterfeit— so much so that 
two or three of them, if standing alone, would 
hardly be taken to be portraits oT Washington 
while on the genuine they all closely re- 
semble each other. 3d— The linked letters 
"U. S., ' under the middle face of Washington 
in the counterfeit, do not show the lower end 
o! the "S," iiuidt of the ley of the '"O." while 
in the genuine they do Thi- mark is easily 
seen. 1th — The border round the lettering 
and ' C'O on the back of the counterfeit is 
dark, and the lines arc crowded, while in the 
frenuinc the border is open, with a line of 
liirV. dots running through the midtfle all the 
way round. In the counterfeit this middle 
line is almost invisible, while in the genuine 
it is so distinct as to cute li the eye at once. 

tin Monday os the freight train from 
Terrs Haute, composed of twenty-three cars, 
was crossing the biidge over White Lick, 
north of Cailersburg, the bridge gave way, 
precipitating seventeen cars into the creek, 
the locomotive undone car passing over safely.

— Mr. S. M. Bar- 
venter, who resides about t wenty miles south 
of Louisville, on the farm now occupied by 
the Dlsl Illinois regiment, Col. Day, ns*ninmp, 
uiu* smoothly and successfully swindled out 
of a watch worth about $29 on Friday night 
last. He was on the Illinois Great Western 
road near Springfield, when he was approach- 
ed by au individual wbo professed to have just 
returned from Pike's Peak. He had in bis 
possession a number of fine specimens of

— By a note from Colonel 
(ireen, Mail Agent on the Grey Lagle, the 
Lvansville Journal learns that a foul murder 
was committed on Saturday last in Daviess 
county, Kentucky, about five miles from 
Owenaboro. Mr. Willis Fields, who has al- 
ways been regarded as one of the most upright 
men in the. county, was found dead two miles 
tioni his house with several stalls in his body, 
indicatiugtb.it they had been inflicted with a 
large knife. Various suspicions have been 
aroused as to the perpetrator or perpetrators of 
this murder, but as yet nothing h;is occurred 
to satisfactorily hx (heir identity. Mr. Fields 
is said to have I ice n B sterling Union man, 
respected ami beloved by nil his neighbors. 

Tbe Bar-room Buuiapk. — The Chicago Tri- 
bune leansfrom a gentleman who lu>3 just re- 
turned from Washington that the nnmherof of- 
ficers in that city lying around drunk, semi- 
drunk, tipsy and a "little elevated," probably 
equals the rank and file of the army with 
which Gen. Taylor whipped twenty thousand 
men at Buena Vista.

Mr. Wickliffe offered a resolution that the 
Committee on Judiciary inquire and report 
under what law there had been a Military 
Governor appointed tor the District of Colum- 
bia, and all the circumstances relating to this 
appointment. 

Mr. Wickliffe moved th- previous; question — 
32 for and 63 against. 

Mr. Biddle proposed an amendment, which 
Mr. Wickliffe accepted, that the committee 
also inquire under what authority said Mili- 
tary Governor extended his authority to Penn- 
sylvania or any other State, and moved the 
previous question. 

Mr. Otis moved to lay the resolution on the 
table. Carried by 80 against 4'.. 

New York, Dec. 4.

St Louis, Dec. 3. 

The following, dated at "Headquarters First 
Division Army of the Frontier, Cane Mill, 
Nov. 30th, 1802," was last evening received at 
the Department Headquarters: 

General Munuaduke continued his flight all 
night after the battle of the 2tUh inst., and is 
now in Van Buren, Arkansas. General Hind- 
man was expected to reinforce ban at tbU 
place on the evening of that day. 

Prisoners, of whom I captured twentyrfive, 
state that Marmuduke's lon e was eleven thou- 
sand. They were compelled to abandon two 
pieces of artillery disabled by my batteries. 
A number of their officers are killed, among 
them a Lieutenant Colonel .Monroe, of a Texas 
regimeut, and a Captain Martin, of an Arkan- 
sas regiment. 

The notorious Quantril and hi- bund were 
engaged in the light, with Col. Shelby and 
Emmett McDonald, commanding the rear 
guard in the retreat across the Boston Moun- 
tains. They fought desperately. 

Some of Qaantrtl's men were- killed and 
others taken prisoners. My loss in killed is 
five, and four more were mortally wounded, 
one of whom— Lieut. Col. Jewell, "i;tb Kansas 
—has since died. Lieut, Campbell, Kansas 
6th, was taken prisoner. 

The loss of the enemy in killed was about 
seventy-live. They carried most of their 
wounded off the field, and sent them to houses 
on the right and left of the road and battle- 
ground. 

Two contrabrands arrived to-day from Van 
Buren, who state that Hindman, with twelve 
thousand infantry, crossed the Arkansas river 
from the South on Tuesday last, for the pur- 
pose of moving up to reinforce Muruiuduke, 
but that fliev have now all returned to their 
hole. 

My transportation has just come up. 1 oc- 
cupy the same position occupied by Marma- 
duke when 1 attacked him, and intend hold- 
ing it.

Profits ov Fruit Culture. — W. D. Galla- 
gher made a report to the Kentucky State 
Agricultural Society ou the commercial value 
of Fruit Culture, from which we extract the 
following: 

Of course, the fiftt question that most men 
will ask, when solicited to embark in horti- 
cultural pursuits, i3 this: Will they pay! 
L'pon which we remark as follows: 

1. Remuneration is relative. Tobeconsid- 
ercd intelligently, it must be looked at with 
reference to the capital invested, the amount 
of labor employed, and the extent of the per- 
sonal litipcrvision required. Horticultural pur- 
suits will not "pay" as a winning game a' 
cards pays. They will not pay us a successful 
speculation in breadstuffs or provisions pays. 
Nor will they pay as five per cent a mooih on 
money loaned pays. Nor yet as a New York 
hotel or a New England manufactory pays, 
when those concerned iu it are "satisfied." 
But that horticulture properly pursued — not us 
a fancy or an amusement, but as a regular 
branch of agricultural labor — will par a good 
interest on capital invested in it, and m ike a 
handsome remuneration for work performed, 
there is not the smallest room for even the 
smallest doubt. 

2. Examples of very great success in this 
business, in the United Stutes, are by no means 
rare. Four or live years ago a peach orchard- 
ist in Ohio was offered $18,000 for the fruit on 
twenty acres of peach trees, while it was vet 
growing, and more than a month before the 
period at which the earliest part of it would 
ripen, lie declined the proposition, and re- 
alized about $20,000 from the same fruit In- 
gathering and selling it to consumers him- 
self. This, however, was a most extraordi- 
nary instance of a good combination of cir- 
cumstances, viz: fine fruit, a readv murker, 
and high prices. It is one of those happ] ac- 
cidents which occur only ence in a very long 
while. And, besides, four or five years ol la- 
bor and pare nad preceded this crop, w hich 
was the first borne upou the trees. 

3. Some vineyards near Cincinnati have 
in favorable seasons, produced nearly $1,000 
per acre, but a much more common yield, one- 
year with another, ia about 3250; a sum for 
about which good land in the Ohio Valley, 
easily accessible to the best market-, mav be 
bought, trenched, planted i the price of "slips 
included), staked (with oak), and cultivated 
to its fourth year. The fourth year brings a 
crop — though not a full one. Let the avails 
of this go for interest aud contingencies, 
and the account will then stand thus: Cost 
of a bearing vineyard per acre, i2.',0: value 
of crop, fifth year, $2">0. Account bal- 
anced (capital, interest, and expenditures 
for labor being repaid), and closed. With- 
in the succeeding hve years, the equivalent of 
four crops may be counted upon. This ia 
equal to #1,000, which, divided by five, gives 
$200 per yearns the product per acre. This 
looks a good deal better than growing twenty 
bushels of wheat to th.; acre, or ten barrels (if 
corn. In Washington county, Ohio, sung lit- 
tle fortunes have been made in raising one 
single kind of apple, (the small Romanite), 
and shipping it southwest for the supply of 
New Orleans. Strawberry growers near Phil- 
adelphia have often jk> keted Tj'V) to #800 per 
acre for that delicious fruit. And a plantation 
of three acres of raspberries on the Hudson 
river i3 stated to have yielded as high as 
$1,500 in a single year.
